In after years he rolled xip a 
fortune of $15,000,000, but he lost 
heavily by the depreciation in the value 
of Union Pacific Railroad stock. 
Aftei 
working industriously as a boy a num 
ber of years and carefully saving hi? 
money he was able to buy a horse and 
cart, and then he carried water ano 
sand for the railroad. He was al' 
energy and enterprise, never letting « 
chance slip. In a few years he found 
himself able to hire or buy a numbei 
of horses and carts, and then he struck 
out in larger enterprises.

ually secured railrord contracts, whict 
proved very renumerative, and in his 
thirtieth year, when he married a verj 
estimable lady of Amherst, Mass., h€ 
was in prosperous circumstances.

Charles K. Gaines was born in Syca- 
more, Wyandotte County, Ohio, fifty 
years ago. 
At the age of four years he 
one day wandered fr'i)m the door to the 
bam, where his attention was attracted 
by a litter of pigs.

fancy, and he appropriated one, and 
this so enraged the sow that she rushed 
at him and mangled him terribly, his 
eyes being destroyed. 
The child was 
rescued and recovered, though his eye- 
balls were entirely gone. In a few 
years he had developed a remarkable 
sensitiveness of touch, smell, and hear- 
ing. 
He had a strong tendency to pre- 
cociousness, and before he had growl, 
up he became the terror of the neigb ^ 
borhood. He would wander about, 
night and day. without a guide, and 
was never known to get lost. He knew 
where every melon-patch was, where 
the best apples, peaches, and plums 
grew, and where the teat berries ripen- 
ed, and "snm never backward about 
helping himself to any of these or 
othw delicacies. 
As he grew to man- 
hood he learned to drink whisky, and 
became ugly and quitirelsome. In 
1871 he married Med or a Sprague, a 
graduate of Tiffin High School. For 
a time he was sober and industrious 
He joined the churcl • and made tem- 
perance speeches, greatly moving his 
audiences. 
Many a r e the strange 
things h e has don«». 
He has been seen 
on a steep roof nailing on shingles, and 
working a s well p.ad as fast as the next 
man. 
H e could fi.nd his way with per. 
feet ease anywhere; could recognize an 
an acquaintance at some distance before 
he spoke, rode horseback recklessly 
and played the violin finely. His ca- 
reer as a temperance advocate was 
short, for he soon went back to drink- 
ing and abusing his wife and children. 
The climax was reached last August, 
when he went on a protracted spree 
and his wife ordered the saloon-keeper 
not to sell him any whisky. 
The next 
day, August 19, Gaines and his neph- 
ew, Nathan Echelbery, got drunk on 
hard cider, and then went to the saloon 
and demanded whisky. 
Failing to get 
it, they left and tried to borrow a re- 
volver, but could not get one. 
They 
then returned to the saloon, each with 
a large stone, and, again being refused 
whisky, they killed the saloon-keeper 
with the stones. 
The police arrested 
Gaines in the cane-field, and he was 
brought in hatless, coatless, shoeless 
and eyeless. 
With long hair hanging 
over his shoulders, and six feet tall, he 
looked like a wild man. 
For eight 
months he sat in jail, amusing himself 
with his violin. 
His nephew and ac- 
complice was sent to the penitentiary 
for life, and his owr. conviction now 
follow».

deer, says Household 
Words. 
Sharks* 
fins and 
fiidi-maws, 
nnhatched 
ducks 
Mid chickens, sea-sings, and birds' nests 
are all prized 
by the 
omnivorous 
Chinese. 
T h e Parisians eat horse- 
Hesh; and at the exhibition of 1851 a 
M. Brocchleri showed and sold deli- 
cious cakes., patties, and bon-bons of 
bullock's blood, 
rivaling 
the famous 
marrons glaoea of the confiseries of the 
boulevards. 
This seems almost a tri- 
umph of art. I n Havana the shark is 
openly 
sold in the market, and the 
Chinese 
ascribe 
special 
invigorating 
virtues to its fins and tail. 
T h e Gold 
Coast negroes are all fond of sharks as 
they are of hippopotami and alligators, 
and the Pylynesians are also very fond 
of shark's flesh, quite raw. 


Caymans and crocodiles, lizards and 
frogs are all eaten and enjoyed by cer- 
tain people. 
T h e typical crocodile is 
like veal; but some species have a 
strong 
flavor of musk, and some are 
like young, juicy pork, while others re- 
semble lobster. 
Others, again, have a 
powerful fishy taste, very disagreeable. 
On the whole, therefore, crocodile is 
uncertain eating, and not to be ventured 
on 
with 
rashness. 
Alligator is sup- 
posed to be invigorating and restora- 
tive, and at Manilla is sold at high 
prices, the Chinese clutching at the 
dried skin, whicb they use in their 
awful messes of gelatinous soup. 
Alli- 
gator is likened to sucking pig, b u t its 
eggs have a musty flavor. 


The French are notoriously addicted 
to frogs, which command a high price 
in New York also, where they sell the 
large bullfrog, sometimes weighing half 
a pound, as well as the tender little 
green animal (rana esculenta), 
whose 
hind legs taste so like delicate chicken 
when served with white sauce in restau- 
rants and hotels of Paris and Vieima, 
Of 
course, frogs do not escape the 
Chinese, who devour everything with 
blood and fiber; and the negroes of 
Surinam eat t h e loathsome 
Surinam 
toad. 
Monkeys are also 
considered 
good eating in some countries. 
African 
epicures are never more charmed than 
when they can dine off a highly-sea- 
sonod, tender 
young 
monkey, baked 
gypsy fashion in the earth. 
The great 
red monkey, the black spider monkey, 
and the howling monkey are all eaten 
by the various peoples among whom 
they are found. The flesh of the monkej» 
is said 
to be 
both nutritious and 
pleasant. 


One species of bat is considered good 
eating by the natives of the islands oi 
the Iiidian archipelago, Malabar, etc.; 
it is called by naturalists the edibla 
bat, and it is aaid to be white, tender, 
and delicate; but for all that, it is a 
hideous beast, like a weasel, with a ten- 
inch body, covered with close and shin- 
ing black 
hair, and with four-foo^ 
wings, when stretched to their full ex-* 
tent. 


In some countries 
even the fox is 
considered a delicacy; in the arctic re- 
gions, where fresh meat is scarce, when 
judiciously made into a pie it is con- 
sideied equal to any rabbit, under the 
same 
conditions, 
ever 
bred on the 
Sussex downs. 
But, strange to say,the 
Esquimau dogs, which will devour al- 
most everything else, will not touch fox. 
Cats and dogs readily find purchasers 
and consumers in China, where they 
are hung u p in the butchers' shops, to- 
gether with badgers—tasting like wild 
boar—and other oddities of food. 


In the South seas, too, a dog is a 
favorite dish, and a puppy stew is a 
royal feast in Zanzibar; but it is only 
fair to say that where dog is eaten it is 
esi>ecially fattened for the table and 
fed only on milk and such like cleanly 
diet. 
The Australian 
native dog or 
dingo is eaten by the blacks, b u t by no 
one else; and a South African will give 
a cow for a good-sized mastiflf. 


Elephants' feet, pickled in strong 
toddy vinegar and cayenne popper, are 
considered in Ceylon an Apician luxury. 
The trunk is said to resemble buffalo's 
hnrap, and the fat is so highly prized 
by the bushmen that they will go al- 
most any distance for it. Hippopotamus 
fat is also considered a treat; when 
salted it is thought superior to our best 
breakfast bacon, and the flesh is both 
palatable and nutritious, the fat being 
"ased for all the ordinary uses of butter.
